HARD TO EXPLAIN POISONING 


Scientists Unable to Tell Why Bites of 


Some Animals Are Fatal and 


Others Innocuous. 


Scientists in Great Britain have 


been greatly interested In the recent 
case ®f a monkey bite resulting in the 
death of tbe king of Greece, says a 
London dispatch. The result is that 
a study is being made of the effects of 
bites from various animals. Inasmuch 
as the monkey is what is known as a 
"clean feeder," it seems extraordinary 
that the bite of such an animal should 
produce the fatal poisoning of a hu- 
man being. 


It does not, however, appear that 


the malignancy of an animal's bite 
can be measured by what it feeds 
Upon. A dog is a carnivorous crea- 
ture, yet its bite seldom produces seri- 
ous results, while on the other uand 
the bite of a horse or a donkey fre- 
quently results in poisoning. 
Only a 


few weeks ago a woman died from 
being bitten by a donkey, while a man 
lost a hand through being nipped *on 
the thumb by a horse.

f o u n d a t i o n is 
made by boiling, 
and it is wise to 


have ;: clear, bright, day for making 
ci'ndy, and if inexperienced use but a 
pound of sugar at a time. To one pound 
of sugar add three-quarters of a cupful 
of boiling water and one-half tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar. Stir the 
sugar nnd water until well dissolved, 
then when beginning to boil do not stir 
or jar, to avoid granulation. Test by 
using*Ice water for dipping; this is the 
important moment 5n fondant making. 
When a drop falls in the iced water, 
making a soft ball which can be picked 
up in the fingers, remove the sirup at 
once from the fire and set the sauce- 
pan where it will cool without being 
jarred. When cool enough to bear the 
finger, begin to stir with a wooden 
spoon until creamy and smooth or It 
may be poured while hot over a but- 
tered marble slab and worked when 
cool. In either method it should be 
kneaded into a smooth, doughy mass 
and set aside, well covered, to ripen. 
This foundation may be used in all 
sorts of bon bons, creams, nougat and 
fancy, candies. 


Spanish Biscuit.—Separate the yolks 


and whites of four eggs, beat the 
yolks 20 minutes, add four tablespoon- 
fuls of sifted sugar, then four table- 
spoonfuls of flour, after adding the 
stiffly beaten whites and a fourth of 
a teaspoonful of salt.

elected President, Washington was the 
Idol of his country, and his name and 
fame were known to the entire civ- 
ilized world, tits trip from his beau- 
tiful home on the Potomac was inter- 
rupted by receptions, fotex, addresses 
nnd dinner* Every person who was 
able to reach the ronds along which 
he was to pass, or the cities selected 
us stations on his slow journey north- 
ward, joined the throngs that made 
his trip the most triumphal procession 
this continent had wij.ne.ssed. To those 
thousands who lined the roads from 
Virginia to New York, iluj great, seu- 
ous figure of the "Father of his Coun- 
try" was the center ot all their nation- 
al hopes. 


On April 6, 1789, both -houses of 


/congress met in New York cj|y, at 
the 
time the 
capital, 
tiiul elected 


George Washington President of the 
United States. No other name had 
l>een proposed. For Vice President 
there were Hex en nominations, .lain; 
Adams reoehing the highest, vote— 
thirty-four—was 
announced elected. 


Washington received sixty-nine votes. 
As soon s i s ' i t could be arranged. 
Charles Thomson, secretary of con- 
jrress, was dispatched to Mount Ver- 
nou to apprise General Washington of 
his election. Thomson, \\lio had been 
secretary of the continental congress, 
reached Washington's home on April 
14, between 10 and 11 o'clock in the 
morning. The master of Mount Ver- 
non was making his usual tour of his 
farms and 
Mr.s. Washington enter- 


tained the mesppnge1* of the congress. 


Before sunrise on the morning of 


April 16 a messenger had come from 
Alexandria with an invitation to a 
public dinner there, and in his diary 
for the day Washington wrote: 


"About 10 o'clock I bade adieu to 


Mount Vernon, to private life, and to 
domestic felicity, and with a mind op- 
pressed with more anxious and pain- 
ful sensations than I have words to 
express, set out for New York, in 
company with Mr. Thomson and Col- 
onel Humphreys, \\ ith the best disposi- 
tion to render service to my country 
in obedience to its call, but with less 
hope of answering its expectations." 


Of Washington's reception in Phila- 


delphia a chronicler of the day wrote: 


spent as the guest of Kobert Morris, 
then one of the senators of Pennsyl- 
vania, and better Known as the finan- 
cial genius of the country, having 
founded its first bank and financed the 
cause of liberty at a time when the 
outlook was chilling.

of the man was revealed by his artless 
modesty, his composure and his grace- 
ful, tactful acceptance of the honors 
paid him. 


Washington arrived in Elizabeth on 


April 23, just a week from the day he 
set out from Mount Vernon. A "pro- 
pitious gale" was blowing when the 
party set out across Newark bay for 
New York. A barge, built for the pur- 
pose, and rowed by "twelve old cap- 
tains of vessels who had retired from 
business." conveyed the President and 
party. The oarsmen wore white shirts 
adorned with ribbons. One after an- 
other vessels fell into line behind them 
nnd by the time they were ncariug the 
Battery there was a small flotilla. 
Every ship and sloop bore a holiday 
appearance save one, a Spanish vessel. 
It was with some concern the commit- 
tee noted its solemn aspect. They 
feared some discourtesy, but, as the 
barge approached, its captain gave a 
signal at which flags of all nations 
were burst into view, and from its bat- 
tery a salute of thirteen guns was 
flred. 


A large sloop joineu the procession 


off Bedloe's island, and as it neared 
the barge the party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen aboard her sang an "eloquent 
ode appropriate to tne occasion and 
set to the music of 'God Save the 
King.'" The wharves from the Bat- 
tery to Wall siveet ferry, where the 
landing was made, were filled with 
welcoming boats. Boudiuot estimated 
their number as tens of thousands. The 
ferry stairs were carpeted and the rail- 
ings covered with crimson hangings. 
The President, preceded by the com- 
mittee, was received on the landing by 
Governor CUnton and some of the fore* 
most citizens. The streets were so 
blocked with eager citizens that It 
was half an hour before the committee 
could fulfill its commission by escort- 
ing their eminent charge to the house 
prepared for his reception.

American as I am 'an Englishman 
while a foreign troop was landed In 
my country, I never would lay dow-n 
my arms—never, never, never." Chat- 
ham did not stand alone; with him 
being Pitt and Shelbuiae, all of whom 
saw that the threatened liberties of 
England could be saved in Washing- 
ton's birthday. 


Washington won for himself the ti- 


tle of "The Hero of Two Worlds,' 
as a result of the victory of the Brit- 
IsTi democrats who fought for more 
liberty under the rule of the king 
made effective by Washington's suc- 
cesses. The title was bestowed upon 
him by Thomas Carlyle, who alsc^nlck- 
nnmed him "Sciplo Amoricanus" and 
"Crormvell-Grandison," the latter title 
being p:hen him because, like Crom- 
well, he fought to crush the pretense 
of a king.

Washington Resigning 


Command of the Army 


December 23, 1783, George Washington 


resigned his commission as commander 
in chief of the army, and retired to pri- 
vate life. 
During the five years follow- 


ing the close of his military career he 
found sufficient occupation In attending 
to the affairs of his homestead and prop- 
erty and In fostering the progress of his 
native state. He greatly helped, by his 
correspondence, to bring the leading men 
of the country to a determination to form 
a 'more perfect union. He was president 
of the Philadelphia convention of 1787, 
which framed the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States. Washington was unanimoualy 
chosen the first President of the United 
States, and on April 30, 1789, took the 
oath of office in New York, where con- 
gress was then sitting. At the close of 
his term of office he was re-elected unan- 
imously, and on March 4, 1793, took the 
oath of office for the second time. 


Washington Type of 


Highest Citizenship 


In the formal observance of the an- 


niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, it is well to pause to reflect 
upon the character of the man to 
whom the American people owe the 
utmost debt of gratitude. 
His serv- 


ices wore rendered in the supreme 
hour of trial and in the dark days of 
national birth. 
As soldier and as 


statesman Washington stood supreme- 
ly the leader of the people. 


Pulling aside all speculation as to 


what Washington would have done in 
this or in that specific situation of 
modern days, it can and should always 
be borne in mind that he would as- 
suredly have been for a strong gov- 
ernment, for the highest type of citi- 
zenship, for a devotion to a single al- 
legiance, and for the broadest possible 
spread of education. He could not 
have favored or fostered a spirit of 
revolt against the established institu- 
tions, save by the legal and definitely 
appointed means. 
He had rebelled 


against the tyranny of British rule. 
He had led the American colonists in- 
•o a victorious Independence. But he 
could never have sustained a move- 
'ncnt of mere dissent, conducted out- 
side the pale of law or employing the 
weapons of sedition. 


George Washington was a patnqt in 


ho truest sense, true to his convic- 
lons, true to the Institutions that had 
been sot up here in substitution for 
:he colonial administration which of- 
ended the sense of justice even of 
Britons of that day. He guided the 
lew government capably, without a- 
•hart, finding the way carefully and 
-jagac'ou&ly. He felt that though this 
lew government had been set up in 
•cvolt, it must be conducted in n spirit 
of universal acceptance by the people 
of the principles that had been adopt- 
•d as its foundation. 


There is no support for the radicals 


of today in the fact that George Wash- 
ngton was a rebel against the rule of 
\ing George. His example will never 
serve to justify sedition or intrigue or 
;eltish class alignments seeking to 
(verturn that which has been reared 
hrough nearly a century and a half 
of 
painstaking, consistent 
develop- 


ment based upon the principle of the 
;eneral welfare and the co-operation 
of all the people. 


His Real Birthday.

ngton's birthday, Washington really 
vas born February 11, 1732, and per- 
sonally observed February 11 as his 
)irthday until he was 20 years of 
age.

n the change of reckoning time 'frorn 
old style to new style, which took 
place when he was about 20 years old.

The annual meeting of the Adams 


County 'Farm Bureau held Friday af- 
ternoon was largely attended. 
The 


session wan under the direction of 
Paul Hoffman, farm agent, and ad- 
dresses were made by three profes- 
sors from the agricultural 
depart- 


ment at Pennsylvania State college, 
Dr. R. L. Nixon speaking of plant 
diseases. Dr. H. H. Havner on live 
stock, and Prof. E. K. Hibsman on 
agriculture extension work. Friday 
evening the farmers attended a ban- 
quet given by the Gettysburg cham- 
ber of commerce at the Eagle Hotel. 
The principal address at this event 
was given by Dr. Jordan, member of 
the state legislature. 


In an interesting and comprehen- 


sive manner the annual report of Agt. 
Hoffman was presented at the open- 
ing 
session. Mr. Hoffman's report 


.'described in detail the organization 
of the Farm Bureau, explaining the 
functions of the members and 
offi- 


cers and its general policies. He out- 
lined the program of work for the 
past year and reported in detail on 
the main activities of the bureau, in- 
cluding swine improvement, poultry, 
farm crops, soil fertility, fruit and 
vegetables. At the outstart, the Farm 
Agent pointed out that the Bureau was 
not on a paid membership basis and 
•explained that any resident of the 
'county or owning land in the county 
may become a member by agreeing 
to its constitution.

minister, evangelist, successful Law- 
rence county farmer, and legislator 
was the speaker of the evening at the 
first joint banquet of the Gettysburg 
Chamber of Commerce and the Adams 
County Farm Bureau.
